three suits filed by the Bank of 
Spain against the United States 
Federal Reserve Bank and others 
to obtain possession of 2334 boxes 
of Spanish silver coins valued at 
about $2,150,000. © 

The Spanish bank’s counsel, Sul- 
livan & Cromwell, said, “We are 
acting under direction of the ma- 
jority of stockholders and of the 
directors of the Bank of Spain, 
which is a privately-owned Spanish 
banking corporation. We have no 
connection with Franco or the Na- 
tionalist Government.”

Indictments Last Month. 


The reference was to the indict- 
ments voted Jan. 19 charging six 
bookmakers or employes. of hand- 
books with “using a telephone to 
accept and register.a bet.”. These 
were the first formal charges to 
result from a plan against the 
bookmakers adopted at a meeting 
of law enforcement officials last 
November. As part of the plan,

Had Paris Agents Followed

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—To un- 
derstand the debate now raging in 
the Senate over President Roose- 
velt’s foreign policy, it is necessary 
to remember that the controversy 
started when Senators Clark of Mis- 
ouri and Nye of North Dakota tried 
to find out from Major-General 
Malin Crhig, Army Chief of Staff, 
and Major-General H, H. Arnold, 
chief of the Army Air Corps, how 
an official of the French Govern- 
ment came to be an observer on 
an experimental light bomber Doug- 
las airplane which crashed near the 
Los Angeles municipal airport. 

When these ranking army officers 
were unable to give a satisfactory 
explanation, a majority of the Sen- 
ate Military Affairs Committee vot- 
ed to get to the bottom of the ques- 
tion, thus arousing President Roose- 
velt to such an extent that he called 
the committee to the White House 
to give them a confidential explana- 
tion of the sale of American planes 
to France, together with a private 
exposition of his foreign policy. 
This private White House session 
served to intensify the controver- 
sy—but ‘t also was an informal re- 
ply to Hitler’s Reichstag speech. 
Since the meeting was secret and 
much of the information strictly 
confidential, it is probable that all 
the details will not be known for 
some time, if ever. 

Army and Navy Must Approve. 

Piecing together the authenticat- 
ed information, however, a fairly 
complete picture can be arranged, 
although certain details can be giv- 
en only by the President. 

In the first place, the French 
Government has not yet taken of- 
ficial steps to buy experimental 
bombers of the type which crashed. 
Before these planes could leave 
the country, the National Muni- 
tions Control Board, of which Sec- 
retary of State Hull is chairman, 
would have to give its approval. 
This approval is never given for 
airplanes until the Army and Navy 
have stated that they have no ob- 
jection to such sales. At the Muni- 
tions Board today it was said that 
the Curtiss-Hawk planes now be- 
ing built in Buffalo are under an 
export license issued last year. 

It is now well established that 
the French delegation commis- 
sioned to buy planes conducted 
their governmental negotiations 
with Secretary of the Treasury 
Morgenthau rather than War or 
Commerce Department officials, 
the logical persons, 

Morgenthau told the Military 
Affairs Committee that the delega- 
tion had been sent to him by the 
American Ambassador to France, 
William Bullitt, and Secretary of 
War Woodring is reported to have 
told the committee that the dele- 
gaion was well along with fts work 
before he learned officially it was 
in this country. At a press con- 
ference President Roosevelt an- 
nounced that the question of the 
sale of planes to France had been 
discussed at a Cabinet meeting. 


Why Treasury Was Interested. 


No completely satisfactory an- 
swer has been given as to why 
Morgenthau was the intermediary 
for the French. The President said 
it was because the Treasury De- 
partment was interested in build- 
ing up export trade, and also be- 
cause the Treasury Procurement 
Division co-operated closely with 
the Army and Navy Procurement 
Divisions. These arguments have 
been challenged by Senate oppo- 
nents of the President's foreign 
policy and the sale of planes to 
France. Another explanation is 
that Bullitt and Morgenthau are 
intimate personal friends, but the 
handling of the arrangements in 
this fashion has given rise to 
rumors, as voiced by Senator Lodge 
of Massachusetts, that perhaps the 
stabilization fund of the Treasury 
Department was involved. To this 
the President has replied that all 
sales are to be for cash.

BUSINESS IN MEXIGO 


Takes Payment for Property in 
Commodity and Exports to 
Italy, Germany. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 
NEW YORK, Feb. 3.— William R. 


Davis, international oil operator 
and president of Davis & Co., Inc., 
returning from a European busi- 
ness trip yesterday aboard the 
North German Lioyd liner Bremen, 
said his company had completed re- 
cently the process of liquidating en 
$11,000,000 investment in the Poza 
Rica oil field, expropriated last year 
by the Mexican Government. The 
Poza Rica field included the major 
holdings of the British Aguila Co., 
the heaviest loser in the Govern- 
ment seizure of the property. 

Asked why he agreed to deal with 
‘the Cardenas Government after los- 
‘ing his holdings, Davis replied, “1 
had to.” An arrangement was com- 
pleted, he explained, whereby the 
Government liquidated his invest- 
ment by payments of oil, which he 
subsequently exported to European 
nations, mainly Italy and Germany. 
The process of payment was com- 
pleted on Jan. 15, after nine months, 
he said. 

“We had an investment of about 
$11,000,000 in there, held by a com- 
pany called Sablo Transport S. A.,” 
he said. “I know the big fellows in 
the industry would not make any 
such arrangement for payment, but 
I had no choice in the matter. Some 


sources have given .out statements 
indicating that I went into Mexico 
and bought up stolen oil. Well, the 
fact of the matter is that we had 
owned and built up the property in- 
volved, This was the only way we 
could get our investment out, and 
I’m satisfied to go on doing busi- 
ness with them on the same basis. 

“Our European business has im- 
proved steadily, and not because the 
nations are attempting to store up 
war stocks of oil. Many other com- 
panies gave up their German and 
Italian business because of curren- 
cy and exchange difficulties. But 
we got started five years ago m 
dealing with those countries on a 
basis whereby we took part pay- 
ment in machinery and other ex- 
port products.”

Naming no names, he declared 
“they are neither Republicans nor 
Democrats; they do not wear the 
clothing of democracy, and their 
correct uniform should -be either 
red, brown or. black shirts, if they 
were truly ingenuous.” 

Tydings and Thurman W. Arnold. 
Assistant United States Attorney- 
General, spoke before the Economic 
Club of New York on “How Far 
Should Government Control Busi- 
ness?” 

Questioned from Floor. 

After their formal addresses, | s- 
the speakers were questioned from 
the floor and by a “jury .panel” 
consisting of Arthur D, Whiteside, 
president of Dun & ‘Bradstreet; 
Henry Pratt Fairchild, president 
of the Town Hall Club; Frank A. 
Vanderlip Jr., financier; Russell 
Potter of Columbia University, and 
William K. Huff, executive direc- 
tor of the Philadelphia Forum. 

In answer to a question by 
Whiteside, Arnold said he believed 
anti-trust laws could be enforced |: 
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only by criminal procedure. 
“It is my conviction,” he said, 
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“that civil remedy as a preventive 
measure is only a form of unem- 
ployment relief for attorneys.” 

Vanderlip asked Arnold “how 

so.2 can we look to the use of fair 
judgment (on the part of the Gov- 
ernment) in controlling ... the 
labor trust?” 
Arnold replied that a great num- 
ber of the 40 men in the anti-trust 
division “have been engaged in la- 
bor prosecution more than in any- 
thing else.” 

Hoover Called on to Speak. 
Former President Herbert Hoo- 
ver was an unexpected guest, arriv- 
ing late after speaking at another 
meeting in the same hotel, 

Introduced by Wendell L. Willkie, 
president of Commonwealth & 
Southern and of the club, who was 
presiding, Hoover said: 

“Toda. you will find the Gov- 
ernment is practically the only per- 
son that is trying to make power 
out of water and I have no doubt, 
however, that in the course of time 
the statesman vy . catch up to the 
engineer and some other phase of 
his work will become, at least tem- 
porarily, a national demon.” 

Improvement of Conditions. 

In answer to a question by Huff, 
relating to “Arnold’s figures that 
20 million of the 30 million fam- 
ilies in this country dre on the 
verge of starvation” Tydings re- 
plied: 

“Certainly, if you increase’ the 
cost of production, which you do 
when you attempt to regulate, you 
increase the cost of the article pro- 
duced and, therefore, put the poor 
still poorer in the relative posi- 
tion that they once occupied and 
occupy now. Their condition will 
be the more quickly improved 
when business feels it has the right 
to pursue free enterprise.” 

Arnold was politely applauded, al- 
though the audience of 600 includ- 
ing many leading executives, 
showed partiality to Tydings, break- 
ing into prolonged cheering when 
he said: 

“The fourth great branch of our 
national Government (administra- 
tive legislation) for which the Con- 
stitution does not provide is grow- 
ing by leaps and bounds, and that 
is causing more confusion, and in 
my judgment in its limitations is 
holding back business and keeping 
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hand, to prevent interfering with 
the fullest development of human 
ingenuity and power. Between these 
two gateways lies the only real field 
for constructive Government con- 
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trol, or, as I prefer to say, regula- 
tion of business.”

Any pro- 
cedure against the officers would 
have to be through a petition in 
Circuit Court at the relation of 
either Wallach or McKittrick. 

Ouster was recommended by the

The jury said of Frank that “he 
has knowingly permitted handbooks

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 3.— 
The so-called fair trade bill, de- 
signed to prevent chain stores and 
cut-rate stores from selling trade- 
marked or branded merchandise at 
prices lower than those fixed by the 
manufacturer for retail sale, was 
introduced today by Senator Mc- 
Reynolds of 

The bill would legalize price-fix- 
ing cont manufactur- 
ers and merchants, or be- 
tween manufacturers and whole- 
sale merchants and through them 
with retail dealers. The saie of an 
article at less than the contract 
price is declared to be unfair com- 
petition and is made actionable at 
law by a rival merchant. 

The bill is aimed at the cut-rate 
stores, or stores which make “lead- 
ers” of certain standard brand 
articles at reduced prices. Repre- 
sentatives of retail etores, who have 
been canvassing members of the 
Legislature for several weeks in 
support of the bill, have asserted 
that many stores sell popular 
brands of goods at cost or even less 
than cost as “leaders” to bring cus- 
tomers into their stores, and then 
attempt to sell them other articles 
“just as good.” 

It is the expectation of the “in- 
dependents” that, if the bill is 
passed, manufacturers’ will fix 
prices and will refuse to distribute’ 
their goods through stores which 
do not enter into price-fixing con- 
tracts.

INORRIS SHELVES ‘OWN 


PLAN, BACKS CROP BILL 


Tells Senators Price-Fixing 
Should Be Tried Only If 
Farm Program Fails. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Senator 
Norris (Ind.), Nebraska, went on 
record today against the “cost-of- 
production” farm bill which he 


sponsored in previous years, 


_ “We ought not to get in the mid- 
dle of the stream and then try to 
change horses,” Norris said as the 
Senate Agriculture Committee con- 
tinued hearing farmers advocate 
the “cost-of-production” plan. 

That system would direct Gov- 
ernment fixing of minimum prices 


for a long list of farm products, It 


would require payment of these 
prices to farmers for their estimat- 
ed share of domestic consumption. 

“If price-fixing is the only way 
to do the job, then I’d do it that 
way,” Norris said, “but first we 
should give the present program a 
fair chance to work.” 

Witnesses have told the Senate 
committee that present low levels 
of farm prices are evidence the 
crop control program has failed. 

Makes Plea, 

At today’s hearing Norris com- 
plained that Government price-fix- 
ing would require “an army of em- 
ployes” for enforcement. 

“You've got an army of employes 
today; you could use them,” coun- 
tered Bert Williamson, dairy farm- 
er from Oakland County, Mich., 
who urged enactment of the “cost- 
of-production” bill. 

“Secretary of Agriculture Wallace 
now has 15 to 20 employes in every 
county. You could cut them in half 
and still do this job.” 

Senator Capper (Rep.), Kansas, 
one of the bill’s sponsors, interrupt- 
ed to say wheat farmers complained 
“that gamblers on the Chicago 
Beard of Trade now have more to 
do with fixing the price of wheat 
than anything else.” 

“This bill wolud remedy all that,” 
Williamson said. ‘ 

Half a dozen dairymen and farm- 
ers testified yesterday that the 
“cost-of-production” bill should be 
substituted for the present admin- 
istration crop control program. 

Walter Meyne, Readlyn, Ia., said 
the only farmers opposed to the 
cost-of-production bill “are the 
triple-A fellows who are getting 
$4 a day.”

Committee. Will Try to 
Learn if Companies Are 
Ruled by Self-Perpetuat- 
ing Dynasties. 


VAST GROWTH IN 
REALTY HOLDINGS 


Chairman Says, However, 
That Nothing Has Been 


Uncovered to Alarm Pol- 
icy Holders.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — The 
first Federal investigation of in- 
surance will open Monday before 
the Temporary National Economic 
Committee. This super-business 
embraces policies in force amount- 
ing to $110,000,000,000, or nearly 
three times the national debt; 
policy holders estimated at 64,000,- 
000 men, women and children, or 
half the country’s population; and 
agents numbering 267,972, accord- 
ing to the latest census figures— 
as against 177,600 officers and men 
in the United States standing 
army. There are 407 legal reserve 
life insurance companies and more 
than 1000 assessment and fraternal 
benefit associations, besides fire, 
marine and casualty insurance 
organizations. 

The first inning of the inquiry 
has been limited to two weeks, 
and will deal only with life insur- 
ance. Whether there will be fur- 
ther sessions will depend on the 
committee’s length of life and the 
generosity of Congress with added 
appropriations to sustain it. The 
insurance phase of the commit- 
tee’s activities has been entrusted 
to the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, the watchword of 
which is that “the Armstrong hear- 
ings must be brought up to date.” 
The reference is to an investiga- 
tion of insurance companies which 


{was conducted in 1905 by a joint 


committee of the New York Leg- 
islature, with Charles Evans 
Hughes as counsel. 

Object of Inquiry. 

According to Senator Joseph C. 
O’Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
chairman of the committee, “the 
study will have to do largely with 
questions of internal management. 
We are going to deal with the 
scope of the activities of insurance 
companies, their size, their influ- 
ence on capital markets, questions 
of investment control, and so on.” 

The Senator added this reassur- 
ance: “Nothing has been presented 
to the committee or to the Secur- 
ities and Exchange Commission 
which should give any policy holder 
the slightest concern. As a matter 
of fact, the assets are such as to 
indicate that policies are very well 
based.” 

The first witness to be called 
will probably be Frederick H, 
Ecker, board chairman of the Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. He 
is expected to be followed by other 
officers of the Metropolitan and 
of the New York Life Insurance 
Co. The Metropolitan, 33 years 
ago, was too small to be included 
among the 17 companies investi- 
gated by the Armstrong committee. 
Its assets then were only $174,000,- 
000. 

Companies Regulated by States. 

Senator O’Mahoney has _ spon- 
sored a bill for the Federal licens- 
ing of corporations, which recalls 
the fact that the national Govern- 
ment has little or no jurisdiction 
over insurance companies. These, 
despite their nation-wide scope, are 
confined almost exclusively to reg- 
ulation by the states. The Securi- 
ties and Exchange Commission it- 
self draws authority in this field 
entirely from the powers vested 
in the Temporary National Eco- 
nomic Committee. The SEC’s jur- 
isdiction is confined to new issues 
of insurance stocks and bonds, of 
which only 29 have been registered 
since the establishment came into 
being on Oct. 1, 1934; and to re- 
organization proceedings, which are 
rare in this industry. Insurance 
companies usually cover up their 
difficulties through a process called 
“reinsurance,” under which their 
assets and liabilities are taken over 
by another insurance company. 

One purpose of the inquiry, the 
Post-Dispatch is informed, is a re- 
appraisal of the whole financial 
situation among insurance com- 
panies, with a view of determin- 
ing whether there should not be 
a drastic write-down of investment 
ratings, in order to correct alleged 
discrepancies between actual worth 
and what are known as “book” 
and “convention” values. 

Size of Companies. 

Another purpose is an examina- 
tion into possible social peril in 
the vast size of some insurance 
companies, and the concentrated 
pressure they exert upon the in- 
vestment market. The Armstrong 
committee was so alarmed by the 


it recommended in vain to the 
New York Legislature that they 
should be prohibited by law from 
writing more than $150,000,000 of 
new business annually. Today the 
Metropolitan alone has assets of 
five billion dollars; the New York 
Life, two and a half billion; and 
the .Mutual and Equitable more 
than a billion each. 


The country’s life insurance com- 
panies have total assets of about 
$27,000,000,000. Under the laws of 
many states, they are confined to 
investments in real estate, securi- 
ties of railroads and public utilities, 
and state and Federal bonds. With 
this restricted field, the urgency of 
huge sums constantly pressing for 
profitable employment is. multi- 
plied. Ecker is famous as “the 
man who has $1,000,000 a day to 
invest.” 

Big Realty Holdings. 

With numerous railroads in 
bankruptcy and public utilities 
menaced with Government compe- 
tition, insurance companies, the in- 
quiry hopes to show, have recently 
entered the real estate field, partic- 
ularly that of rural holdings, on a 
large scale. They have grown into 
one of the biggest farm landlords 
in the country. First came mort- 
gage loans, through which agrar- 
ian earnings were drained into the 


The investigation will be inter- 
ested in whether insurance com- 
pany landlordism is beneficent or 
detrimental. Some concerns will 
be shown, the expectation is, to 
have adopted the Department of 
Agriculture’s long-range program, 
and to have spent generous 
amounts for soil conservation and 
enrichment; while others, bent on 
quick sales, limit themselves to 
superficial improvement and win- 
dow-dressing. 


Government of Companies. 


The question of internal govern- 
ment in insurance companies, 
which Senator O’Mahoney listed as 
one segment of the study, is ex- 
pected to bring evidence as to 
whether some great concerns are 
in the hands of self-perpetuating 
dynasties of management, with di- 
rectors who do not direct and 
policyholders who in theory rule 
the business, but who in practice 
are virtually disfranchised. 

It. will be pointed out that in a 
mutual company like the Metro- 
politan, with about 24,000,000 policy- 
holders, a genuinely democratic 
choice of officers would take on 
the proportions of a national elec- 
tion. In this connection, the prob- 
lem of proxies would have impor-

NEW YORK, Feb. 3.—“Yah, I can beat Choe Louis; I know I can,” 


said Max Schmeling. The reporters looked at each other and smiled 
but not so Schmeling could see them. He still has the immense pride 
of a fighting man and he does not joke about the ring. 


He is back in the big town with 
the war drums throbbing in his 
brain and his ears attuned to the 
crackle of crisp American bills. He 
would like a fight, two fights. He 
wants to close his record with a 
victory. 

At the end of his twentieth trip 
across the Atlantic yesterday Max 
got the closest questioning of his 
career from the reporters. He sat 
in the lounge of the Normandie 
and for nearly an hour they poured 
questions on him. 

Dodges Nazi Questions. 

If he had evaded Joe Louis’ 
punches as well as he slipped past 
inquiries about his relations with 
the Nazi Government he might be 
champion today. He would speak 
freely only of his trade. 

“I do not come seeking fights,” 
he said. “Perhaps I can get some. 
I thimk I can beat these heavy- 
weights. You do not laugh when I 
say I can beat Louis. But I think 
you do inside. I wanted another 
fight after he beat me last June. 
I wofild like it very much now.” 

The Black Uhlan hasn’t changed 
much, There is a little gray in his 


coarse black hair. His face is more 
heavily lined than before. But he 
carries himself erect, 196 pounds, 
a fine figure of a man. 

“One reason I have come back 
is to see my friends here,” Max 
continued. “I have relatives, too— 
a brother in New Jersey. If I can 
get some fights I will stay longer, 
My plans now are for only 14 days 
in this country. 

Camp Rumors “Silly.” 

“These rumors about my being in 
a concentration camp are silly, ri- 
diculous. I am not what you say 
in bad with the Government, Chan- 
cellor Hitler sent me a telegram 
after the Louis fight. Those things 
are not to be thought of. Why ask 
me such questions? 

“There are not many good young 
fighters abroad. Very few of any 
weight. Certainly no heavyweights. 
But boxing is booming. There are 
shows every night of the week in 
Germany, but the best fighters and 
the best crowds are still here. 

“You will ask me am I afraid of 
Louis. That is funny. Why should 
I be afraid? Fighting is my trade 
and my business.”

McCormick does not provide for 
a bipartisan board of police com- 
missioners in his bill. The commis- 
sioners would receive annual sal- 
aries of $1000 each and depart- 
mental salaries would range down- 
ward from $3600 for the chief to 
$1500 for probationary patrolmen. 
One or two captains would receive 
$3000 each, one or two lieutenants 
$2400 each, not more than four 
sergeants $2100 each, and patrol- 
men $1800 each. The secretary of 
the board would receive $1800. 

McCormick said that by repealing 
an existing law under which the 
Sheriff is permitte dto appoint 35 
special deputies there would be a 
saving of about $30,000 a year, and 
that the net cost of the proposed 
police department through this sav- 
ing would be about $70,000. , 

“IT think it is almost universally 
recognized in St. Louis County that 
the county is insufficiently policed,” 
McCormick said. “It has become a 
metropolitan area and the system 
of policing by the Sheriff will no 
longer meet requirements. 

“The proposed police force would 
not interfere at all with the police 
departments of the municipalities 
in the county, but would be an aid 
to such departments. St. Louis 
County municipalities are well po- 
liced now, but there are vast unin- 
corporated but thickly populated 
areas which have no police protec- 
tion whatever. 

“With its network of improved 
roads, St. Louis County presents a 
serious problem in crime prevention 
and detection, requiring a modern 
and efficient police department.”

Utilities, Bankers and Wall Street, He

NEW YORK, Feb. 3. — Herbert 
Hoover said last night that govern- 
mental building of hydro-electric 
plants was “good for a few elections 
yet.” 

“We build them by the impulse 
of Congress, not by the impulse 
for low-cost power,” he told alumni 
of Stevens Institute of Technology. 
The former President was made 
an honorary alumnus and doctor 
of engineering at the annual dinner 
of the alumni. 

“We will waste a few more bil- 
lions of taxpayers’ money to make 
this manna into power at places 
where the engineers could make it 
cheaper with fuel,” he continued. 

Hoover said electric power com- 
panies had been elevated to the role 
of “national devil—but many things 
are happening which should cause 
the demagogic mind to worry. 


Hoover asserted there were other 
“national demons, including Wall 
street and the bankers.” 


“Their fearsome visage has today 
a distinct cast of sadness,” he said. 
“The Government is now hijacking 
their job. It is also on the way to 
take over their title as a national 
demon. 


“As a people, we have mostly re- 
jected the personal devil, but we re- 
tain demonology by substituting 
natonal devils.” 


Hoover did not mention the New 
Deal nor President Roosevelt by 
name during his 13-minute address,

NAZIS SEEM HOPEFUL 
OF NEW PLAN FOR JEWS 


American on Refugee Com- 
mittee Said to Consider Re- 
settlement Proposal. 


By the Asociated Press. 
BERLIN, Feb. 3.—Germans ap- 


peared hopeful today of orderly, 
planned emigration of German 
Jews, provided that George Rublee 
could find some Jewish financier 
“with imagination” to head the 
financial administration of the 32- 
nation intergovernmental refugee 


committee. 

Rublee, an American attorney 
and director of the committee, and 
two aids yesterday completed a 
discussion of the Jewish problem 
with German officials, one of 
whom was Dr. Helmuth Wohlthat, 
Field Marshal Wilhelm Goering’s 
personal representative. 

It became known today that Dr. 
Wohlthat, who has had much 
colonial experience as a practical 
business man, pointed out as pos- 
sible fields for Jewish settlement, 
several regions which not only 
were sparsely populated and eco- 
nomically undeveloped but which 
have climates in which quick and 
profitable crops were possible. 

Soy beans and cotton were on 
his list of products that would 
bring an early profitable yield. 
His specific suggestions were 
thought to have been based upon 
experience in Eastern Asia, South 
America and the Netherlands East 
Indies, 

The optimistic attitude of Rublee 
at the end of his discussions here 
met with a warm response in Ger- 
man Government circles. 

Officals said that any one “with 
imagination” chosen to head the 
refugee body’s financial adminis- 
tration would have to look at the 
resettlement problem, not from a 
banking and bookkeeper’s point of 
view, but from that of a statesman- 
financier. 


HUNGARY AND RUSSIA TO CLOSE 
THEIR RESPECTIVE LEGATIONS 


Moscow Considers Budapest Under 

a Foreign Thumb, Will Deal 
With Nation Indirectly.

BUDAPEST, Feb. 3.—Informed 

that Russia is closing its Legation 

here, the Hungarian Government 

announced last night the Hungarian 

Legation at Moscow also would be 

closed. 

“Necessary steps are being tak- 
en,” said a communique which made 
no allusion to the coolness between 
Russia and Hungary. 

Since Hungary’s decision, an- 
nounced Jan. 12, to join the Anti- 
Communist Pact, the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has decided that diplo- 
matic dealings with Hungary should 
be carried on indirectly. 

Foreign Commissar Maxim Litvi- 
nov of Russia informed the Hun- 
garian Minister, Dr. Michael Jung- 
erth-Arnothy that relations hence- 
forth could be maintained through 
Hungarian and Soviet representa- 
tives in some capital other than 
Moscow or Budapest. 

While this was not a formal break 
in relations, it constituted a more 
serious jolt, for Moscow’s reason for 
the move was officially described 
as a conviction that Hungary was 
under a foreign thumb and had “lost 
its independence to a considerable 


degree.”

HOUSE CONTINUES 
DIES COMMITTEE'S 
WORK FOR A YEAR 


Votes 344 to 35 in Favor of 
Resolution for Extension 
of Inquiry Into Un-Amer- 
ican Activities. 


By the Associated Press. , 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.— The 
House voted overwhelmingly today 
to continue for another year an in- 
vestigation of un-American activi- 
ties and propaganda. 

Speaker Bankhead announced 
the roll call vote was 344 to 35. 

That action brought to an end, 
at least for the time being, one of 
the bitterest controversies of the 
new Congress. Opponents had lev- 
eled actusations of unfairness and 
un-Americanism at the committee 
which handled the inquiry last year 
under the chairmanship of Repre- 
sentative Dies (Dem.), Texas. 

Dies himself took the floor just 
before the final vote to assert that 
from the start “a well-organized 
attempt” had been made to dis- 
credit the committee by ridicule. 

The resolution re-establishing the 
committee until Jan. 3, 1940, does 
not require action by the Senate 
or the President’s signature. 

Members to Be RKeappointed. 

Speaker Bankhead already has 
announced his intention to reap- 
point Dies chairman and name to 
the committee again the members 
who served in the last Congress. 
There is one vacancy. 

The resolution provides no funds 
for a further inquiry. The Ac- 
counts Committee will hold after- 
noon sessions next week to discuss 
a measure to supply more funds. 

The resolution to continue the 
committee was acted on in a 
stormy session. Debate was punc- 
tuated half a dozen times by 
“boos” from both Republicans and 
Democrats. 

Some hoots mingled with a 
larger volume of ,applause when 
Dies himself took the floor. 

To charges that the committee 
had been used to smear the New 
Deal, he replied that the committee 
would not have gone to Govern- 
ment agencies with requests for 
legal and clerical help had its in- 
tention been to smear the adminis- 
ration. | 

He challenged members to read 
what he said were polite letters 
asking for assistance and then 
look over the replies to observe 
“the long delays and the attitude 
of contempt.” 

Dies repeated a pledge that if 
the committee was re-established 
it would “recognize the mistakes 
that were made and .would do 
everything in its upower to con- 
duct a fair, fearless investigation.” 

The House gave the Texan an 
ovation when he strode to his seat. 

Effora to Block Resolution. 

At the outset, Representative 
Hook (Dem.),, Michigan, tried to 
block the resolution with a parlia- 
mentary objection, but was over- 
ruled. 

Representative Taylor (Rep.), 
Tennessee, referring to statements 
that Dies wanted to use the com- 
mittee to advance himself political- 
ly, said: 

“I think that Martin Dies would 
make a better President than some 
of those I’ve seen since I came to 
Congress 20 years ago—and I don’t 
mean Herbert Hoover!” 

“The bulk of opposition to the 
Dies committee,” Taylor said, “has 
come from well known, recognized 
un-American activities in this coun-

Taylor remarked, however, that 
criticism had not been confined to 
these elements alone.

Mr. Kiel on Bus Service. 
Td) the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

INCE bus service on the Kingshigh- 
Pome line has been operated as part of 
our general transportation system, where 
the fare is established street-car fare 
and transfers are issued to all connecting 
lines, the service on this line has very 
miaterially increased. In fact, at the pres- 
ent time we are operating 40 busses on 
this line, where, during the days of the 
People’s Motor Bus Co., only 20 busses 
were operated. 

This is one of the heavily traveled 
eross-town lines of our system. Very 
often we are confronted with increase in 
traffic that we have no way of anticipat- 
ing, due to an overlapping of high school 
students transferring from car lines at 
somewhat irregular hours, and frequent- 
ly it becomes necessary to carry this 
irregular load at the time our regular 
peak load is being handled. 

Weather conditions for the past two 
weeks, of course, have not been particu- 
larly helpful, in that we have been called 
upon to carry a great many passengers 
who during good weather have used 
their own automobiles. We endeavor, 
however, to meet these unusual condi- 
tions as promptly as possible by adding 
additional busses. 

Busses on this line are operated on an 
average of every two and one-half min- 
utes during the rush period, and at 
longer intervals during the off-peak 
period, but at no time, even in the late 
hours of the night, are the intervals great- 
er than eight minutes, unless service is 
delayed by causes beyond our control.

FOR A SECRET BALLOT. 
Senator George A. Rozier has renewed the fight 


in the Missouri Assembly for a fundamental principle 
of democracy—the right to a secret ballot. He is 
the kind of legislator that is a credit to Missouri; 
knowing a good cause when he sees it, he keeps on 
fighting for it no matter how hard the struggle. 


Strong support should be given Mr. Rozier’s reso- 


lution for submission of a constitutional amendment 
at the 1940 election to prohibit numbering ‘or other-' 
wise identifying ballots. The powerful clique of Demo 
| eratic Senators in control of the Committee on Elec- 
tions blocked him last year, since they prefer-a sys- 
tem whereby thousands of voters mark their ballots 
as their masters dictate because they fear the re- 
prisals that would follow should they vote accord- 
ing to their convictions. This selfish group of Sena- 
tors is content that Missouri should remain one of 
the four states with a ballot secret in theory but 
not in fact. | 


The present system is one of the main reasons 


why the Pendergast machine exists and why. certain 
wards in St. Louis are known for their machine-like 
delivery on election days.. Reprisals by politicians 
have been visited on many who foolishly thought 
the ballot was secret. No person is safe from the 
prying eyes of the political snoopers who report to 


their captains. 


When a voter asks the officials in a poll for his 


ballot, his name is put in a book opposite a number. 
The number is marked on his ballot. It is called 
out automatically by the clerk. The challengers of 
the two major parties jot the number down. They 
then may hand their lists at the end of the day to 
their watchers, who are present when the count is 
made. It is easy for a watcher to come back with a 
report to the party bosses on who voted for whom. 


This practice of numbering ballots is based on the 


supposition that it might become necessary, in case 
of an election contest, to verify the vote. Therefore, 


theoretical safeguard against dishonesty becomes 
whip for the party bosses to crack most effectively. 


In answering the argument that without the num- 
bers there would be no way to detect election frauds, 
Rozier says most election frauds are in the count 
of the ballots and that sort of fraud could be 
detected just as easily without the numbers. Or the 
Colorado system might be adopted, whereby election 
officials mark the voter’s number on the reverse side 
of a black square in one corner of the ballot, then 
fold back the corner and paste it down, leaving the 
number hidden but available for any election contest. 


If the right of suffrage, on which our institutions 


depend, is to have real significance, then the people 
of Missouri must have a secret ballot. Senator. 
Rozier says that in recent Missouri elections there 
have been thousands of voters who were prevented 
from making an honest choice because they knew 
that their ballots could be checked and they or mem- 
bers of their families dropped from payrolls or de- 
nied assistance they had been receiving from Govern- 
ment agencies. 


The Constitution and the statutes provide for 


ballot secrecy. Election and other public officials 
are charged with preserving secrecy. The law even 
prohibits the voter from showing his ballot with 
intent of letting it be known how he voted—yet 
the bosses can tell how any man votes. This 
perversion of a fundamental principle of democracy 
must be stopped. Senator Rozier’s resolution offers a 
way to stop it.

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BOLSTERING THE POUND. 

Instead of being a matter for alarm, the revalua- 
tion of the gold reserve of the Bank of England is, 
on the surface at least, a move on the part of the 
British Government to fortify the pound sterling. 

United States Treasury officials were perturbed 
for a while at the perfunctory defense of the pound 
put up by the British Equalization Fund. Fear 
was felt that Britain was not carrying her share 


but was maneuvering for a position in which the 
pound and the franc could be manipulated at the 
expense of the dollar. 

Revaluation of the Bank of England's gold re- 
serves, to bring them in line with the gold reserves 
of the British Treasury proper, will put a total of 
$467,000,000 in profits at the disposal of the Equali- 
zation Account to be used in bolstering the pound 
against speculative attacks. It will also place the 
British Government in a somewhat better position 
‘to meét the challenge of the totalitarian states in 
trade wars. 

This action may also point toward the formal] de- 
valuation of the pound sterling to 57 per cent of its 
present theoretical gold value. Such a move would 
not affect the purchasing power of the pound in 
world trade, but might be a preliminary step toward 
possible legal stabilization of the pound in relation 
to the value of the dollar and the franc.

The plain fact 
of the matter is that force has not 
been the only basis of the legal 
title to the colonial empires. 

But what is even more signifi- 


cant, because it throws light on the 


only possible solution of the ques- 
tion in the long run, is that the old 
empires have been in process of 
rapid liquidation during the past 
50 years. The British areas of the 
world’s surface, for example, com- 
prise little more than 12,000,000 
square miles. But of this “empire” 
the self-governing dominions, in all 
essential respects independent na- 
tions, control nearly two-thirds. 
The area nominally controlled from 
London is a little over 4,000,000 
square miles, and of this about half 
is India which is very near to vir- 
tual independence. The other half 
of what is really the British Em- 
pire is in Africa, and of the Af- 
rican Empire, Egypt is very near 
to independence. 

The truth of the matter is that 
Western imperialism is_ self-liqui- 
dating because the spread of demo- 
cratic ideas makes it impossible 
for democracies to deny self-gov- 
ernment in their empires, The Brit- 
ish experience is the most striking 
as it is the most important. But 
our own confirms it. We have had 
a colonial empire, and if force were 
the criterion we could have had a 
much greater one. But the whole 
course of our policy in the past 
generation has been to get out of 
the business of imperialism.

The real colonial question, as it 
is presented by the Germans, Ital- 
ians and Japanese, is whether the 
liquidation of colonial empires is 
to be carried out to its logical con- 
clusion, or whether new empires 
based on conquest are to be found- 
ed. Specifically, the issue is this: 
The tendency of the democracies 
is to retire from imperialism by 
granting self-government to their 
colonies and an open door to com- 
merce. 

This tendency could be hastened 
by negotiation, and a true settle- 
ment of the colonial question would 
have been reached when the back- 
ward parts of Africa, which are as 
yet incapable of self-government, 
were under international tutelage 
with equal opportunity to all the 
advanced nations. This is the so- 
lution which history is preparing, 
and it is the solution which alone 
promises to put an end to the 
rivalry of imperialists. 

The other solution, which is what 
the Germans, the Italians, and the 
Japanese, are now seeking, looks 
not to the liquidation of empire 
but to a redistribution of empire. 
That is a radically different thing. 
For that will accentuate the armed 
rivalries of empire rather than re- 
move the rivalry. The extension of 
Japanese imperialism to the Philip- 
pines and the Dutch East Indies, 
of Italian on the shores of the 
Mediterranean, and of German into 
Africa is bound to mean, not only 
a setback to the movement for self- 
government and the open door but 
to establish new frontiers of rivalry 
and new focal points of military 
and naval antagonism all over the 
world. . 


A true settlement would mean 
that the Haves gave up their rap- 
idly waning monopolistic position, 
not that the Have-nots replaced 
them as monopolists with a much 
more intense form of imperialism. 
Whether such a settlement is pos- 
sible with highly militarized dicta- 
torships is the question that will be 
tested out in the period we are en- 
tering.

“Every Advance Accompanied by 
Forced Sacrifice,” Says Letter 
by Committee, 

A letter declaring that “St. Louis 
never will be a fit place to live so 
long as any chimney pours smoke 
into the air,” and demanding vigor- 
ous action to remove the smoke evil 


was sent yesterday by the executive 
committee of St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital to Mayor Bernard F. Dick- 
mann, Smoke Commissioner Ray- 
mond R. Tucker and members of 
the Board of Aldermen. 

“It is recognized that, under the 
present ordinances, even though 
faithfully administered, the air can- 
not be pure,” the letter stated. “The 
battle for cleanliness is now a los- 
ing one for everyone.” 

In asking for more drastic meas- 
ures to combat the situation, the 
letter pointed out that “every ad- 
vance has been accompanied by 
forced’ sacrifice,” 
that “loss occasioned by the smoky 
atmosphere is greater than any ex- 
pense St. Louis may incur” in rem- 
edying the problem. It referred to 
former Mayor Rolla Wells’ estab- 
lishment of a pure water supply— 
“for many years considered a hope- 
less task”—and commented that 
“no Mayor since Mr. Wells had been 
ashamed of keeping St. Louis near 
the top of the list of smoky cities.”

EX-SENATOR STEIWER 
DIES IN WASHINGTON 


_|Oregon Member Resigned Year 


Ago to Enter Law Practice 
in Capital.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3. — Fred- 
erick Steiwer, former Republican 
Senator from Oregon, died early 
today in Walter Reed Hospital. He 
was 55 years old. 

He had been in ill health since 
he resigned from the Senate a year 
ago to enter private law practice 
here. He was near the end of his 
second six-year term. 

Steiwer was taken to the hos- 
pital yesterday. Members of his 
family said he had been in ill health 
for some time. 

With him at the time of his death 
were Mrs. Steiwer, a son, Frederick 
Jr., and a son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Ralph McElvenny. 

Members of the family said the 
former Senator probably would be 
buried in Arlington National Ceme- 
tery here. 

Senator Steiwer delivered the 
keynote address at the Republican 
national convention in Cleveland in 
1936, and had been mentioned that 
year as a possible presidential nom- 
inee. 

“No government can borrow itself 
rich, or spend itself prosperous,” he 
told the delegates at Cleveland, and 
that expression summed up much 
of his political philosophy as re- 
flected in his Senate career. 

He supported some Roosevelt ad- 
ministration proposals, including 
the first Farm Act and the Wagner 
Labor Act, but opposed most of the 
President’s fiscal policies. In his 
last year in the Senate he was one 
of the most active Republican crit- 
ics of the New Deal. 

More than six feet tall, and broad 
of shoulder, Senator Steiwer was 
conspicuous in the Senate chamber. 
He served overseas with the Ameri- 
can army during the World War. 
He was born on a farm near Jef- 
ferson, Ore., and graduated from 
Oregon State Agricultural College 
before attending the state’s univer- 
sity to study law. He served as a 
district attorney and State Senator 
before his election to the United 
States Senate.

TO FINANCE RAILWAYS 


Chairman Lea Gives Plan to 
Committee, Without Spon- 
soring It. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.—Chair- 
man Lea (Dem.,), California, pre- 
sented to the House Interstate 
Commerce Committee today a pro- 
posal to create a Railroati Recon- 
struction Finance Cerporation to 
extend financial aid to distressed 
railroads. 

Withow assuming sponsorship 
for the suggestion or disclosing, 
even to committeemen, its author, 
Lea placed his program in the rec- 
ord of the committee's hearings on 
general transportation legislation: 

Creation of a new RFC which 
would issue 3% per cent stock and 
buy bonds of railroads below par 
only on the open market at a carry- 
ing charge of 3% per cent. The 
railroad would contract to redeem 
such bonds in not more than 10 
years at cost, plus a 6% per cent 
service charge. The railroad would 
make payments to the new RFC to 
release the bonds and they would 
be retired. 

“They should not be reissued,” 
Lea's statement said, “except possi- 
bly in exceptional cases, since the 
purpose of the operation is to re- 
duce the funded debt by taking ad- 
vantage of low market prices.” 

A bill to provide a simplified 
form for financial reorganization 
of railroads without disturbing their 
operation by their own manage- 
ments was introduced in the House 
today by Representative Chandler 
({Dem.), Tennessee. 

Chandler, chairman of the Ju- 
diciary Committee's bankruptcy 
subcommittee, said the legislation, 
preliminary in form, was designed 
to provide a means for railroads 
to extend the maturities of their 
obligations through the voluntary 
consent of claimants. 

“The bill is an effort to reduce 
to its simplest form a method for 
the reorganization of those rail- 
roads which submit their financial 
problems to their bondholders, 
stockholders and creditors gener- 
ally and obtain the approval of 
more than two-thirds of the aggre- 
gate amount of all claims affected 
by the proposed reorganization,” 
Chandler said. 

The proposal grew out of recom- 
mendations that Section 77 of the 
Brankruptcy Act be simplified to 
reduce cost and eliminate delay 
how encountered in reorganization 
proceedings, he said. 

Chandler said his bill did not 
affect Section 77 but proposed an 
entirely new chapter—15—to the 
Bankruptcy Act. 

The voluntary reorganization by 
the railroad management would 
require consent of a three-judge 
Federal court but would at the 
game time be backed by all the 
authority of the courts to extend | 
maturity of obligations without the 
expense of a receiver or trustee.
